There were sixty-nine votes in 
the convention. Hamon received for­ 
ty-four and McGraw 
twenty-five. 
McGraw’s votes came from Beck­ 
ham, Ellis, Harmon, Jackson and 
Washita counties. Hamon had the 
big counties of Custer and Kiowa, 
with twelve and eleven votes re­ 
spectively. and Greer, Tillman and 
Roger Mills counties. 
The convention must be scored 
as a gain for Governor Lowden’s 
organziation in Oklahoma with a 
step registered for Gen. Leonard 
Wood, who is represented in Okla­ 
homa by McGraw. 
Wood Not Mentioned 
No mention of General Wood was 
made in the resolution while the

(By CLYDE CALHOUN MORRIS) 


I heard an old bachelor say the other day that the greatest 
tragedy of the times in which we are living • now, was the 
absence of home life in the family. 
He said he could recall 
the days when the home life of the family was the center of 
the family social life. 
He said the most tender memories of his 
life clustered around the happy family life in the good old days. 
This called forth expressions from a number of business men 
in the group'and they all agreed that perhaps the chief reason 
for so much waywardness among the boys and girls of today, 
was caused by the fact that the home life is not made attractive. 
The father seldom comes home for lunch and the mother finds 
it a great deal easier on her to have the children take lunch 
down town so that she will not be bothered with them at all 
during Ute day, and she will be free to attend to her many 
pressing social duties. 


The result is that home is only a place to sleep, and perhaps 
to eat breakfast. 
The father is gone from early morning until 
late in the afternoon and then perhaps for only a few moments 
and then back teethe office or store, as the case may be. 
If the father can have a little spare time he takes the family 
in the car and away they go. 
Anything to keep away from the 
hous^. 
The children soon get to look on home only as ^a place 
to eat a meal or two and to sleep, and the consequence is that 
they find their social life down town or anywhere, other than at 
home. 
This naturally leads to idleness and all kinds of dangers 
to the moral life of boys and girls. 
The greatest tragedy that can possibly happen to a boy or 
girl is to grow up without any knowledge of a happy home life. 
The home is and always has been the basis of American citi­ 
zenship, and when it is gone, whither will we land? 
Parents 
of America, if you want to save your boys and girls from a lite 
perhaps of shame, get the family together, and instead of con­ 
stantly looking for some place to go, be constantly on the alert 
for a chance to remain at home with your children with you. 
Be jealous of the joys of the hours you can spend with the 
members of your family, around the family fireside. 
Provide 
amusements for the children at home.

Don’t make your home simply a place to eat and sleep in, and 
you yourselves not there a fourth of the time and then expect 
your children to want to stay there. 
Prepare the meals at home 
and if possible have every member of the family to come home 
to meals. 
You tethers spend a little afore time with your chil­ 
dren. 
Get acquainted with them, and show by your actions that 
the happiest place in the world for you is at home with your 
family.

Girl is Only Survivor. 
Pearl Miller, 13, the only surviv­ 
ing member of the family, says that 
she watched Charlie Marshall at 
the hideous task of slaughtering 
the four victims of the swampland 
tragedy. 
The belief of the countryside to­ 
day is that Charlie Marshall, facing 
trial shortly for an attack on Fannie 
Miller, planned to dodge this trial 
by wiping out the entire Miller fam­ 
ily, and that the escape of the 13 
year old girl upset this plan. 
From miles about, the lean 
and 
swarthy dwellers of the bottom coun­ 
try drove in, with their women folk 
seated in chairs in the boxes of the 
lumber wagons to discuss in shocked 
whispers what had been done in the 
blackness of a stormy night. There 
were ominous bulges under home- 
spun shirts; there were well-worn 
shotguns and rifles under the wagon 
gents. 
Sheriff John B. Lewis fled from 
Amory with his prisoner in an au­ 
tomobile and saved Marshall from 
the vengeance of the countryside. 
Pearl Miller is under the pro­ 
tection of Chief of Police Cal Bold­ 
ing of Amory. The officers suspect 
that the man who killed the four 
members of the Miller family had an 
Aide. Aud they are fearful lest harm 
beme to the only witness of the 
massacre.

Miller had known Marshall all her 
life, but started "keeping company" 
with him only three years ago when 
ho "saw her home" from a ciruclt 
rider's meeting.

About 18 months ago tho girl re­ 
turned one evening and tore up 
Marsha ll's picture, scattering frag­ 
ments In the fi«e place.

She 
said that Marshall had seised her 
ss she was walking with him In a 
field and had dragged her into a 
canebrake, smothering her cries by 
treating his hand over her month.

and a larger quantity, such as a 
good-swallow, is sufficient to cause 
death. 
After it is taken it Is too 
late usually for the physician to 
save the eyesight 
“The effect of wood alcohol pois­ 
oning is quick. Within a few hours 
after drinking there is an acute 
headache and attacks of vomiting, 
pains in the body, with accompany­ 
ing dizain ess. The symptoms are cer­ 
tain and unmistakable. 
“Wood alcohol is made from the 
distillation of wood. Until recent 
years it could be Very easily dis­ 
tinguished from grain alcohol, but 
refinements in its manufacture have 
made it look and smell much more 
like grain alcohol. 
It Is intended

der no circumstances can it be taken!

“Significant factors are working 
to the a v an ta g e of the public in 
the government’s drive to reduce 
the cost of living,” said Figg. 
“Business— the manufacturer, the 
jobber, wholesaler and retailer— is 
conscious of the fact that more is 
being charged than the traffic (pub­ 
lic) will bear.

Is Biff Osage Copntg dished 


TULSA, Jan. 3.*—-Oklahoma start­ 
ed the new year with a whiz! bang! 
When the Minnehoma OO company 
brought in a well in the Osage re­ 
servation with an initial flow es­ 
timated at 25,000 barrels a day, the 
largest in the history of the state. 
The wall is in section 14, township 
26, range 8, and the oil is shooting 
in a steady stream 150 feet above 
the derrick. 
The drillers are un­ 
able to control the stream, which 
blew the tools out of the hole. 
Sand was struck at 2,234 feet, 
and the bit went twenty-two feet 
into the sand. 
Creek Dammed Up. 
With practically no let-up in its 
production, no tanks have been built 
and a big force of workmen are 
busy throwing up dams and earthen 
storage to stem the tide of the oil 
from going down the creek. The 
general opinion U that it is the 
largest well ever completed in Okla­ 
homa, but this cannot be substanti­ 
ated by production statistics as yet. 
W hat tankage is available cannot 
be made use of because the flow is 
so strong that connection of a con­ 
trol head is impossible. 
A force of 
tank ies are constructing a battery 
of 1,600 barrel tanks and

should be ready for use tomorrow 
and a guage may be obtained pro­ 
vided the flow can be diverted into 
horizontal pipes.

A CONFEDERATE HORSE 


“Very Few people,** said CapL 
Robert D. Smith, 
of 
Columbia, 
Tenn; “know that the late Gen. 
Wm. B. 
Bate, 
who 
died 
United 
States Senator from Tenn., told one 
of the moat pathetic horse stories 
of the war. General Bate was here 
before his death attending the Con­ 
federate reunion and I reminded 
him of the incident and got him to 
relate it again as it happened. I nev­ 
er saw him so much touched as 
when he told again of the attach­ 
ment of his horse. Black Hawk, for 
him, and the animal's pathetic death 
at Shiloh. General Bate is very mod­ 
est and no braver man ever lived; 
but I was there and saw the inci­ 
dent and can tell you how it was. 
At the battle of Shiloh Gen. Bate 
was then colonel of 
the 
Second 
Tenn. He had two horses which he 
used; one, an ordinary, everyday 
horse which he rode on the march 
and other rough service; the other 
was a magnificent black stallion— 
a thoroughbred and Hal horse— 
black aa a crow and as beautiful as 
you ever saw. He was a very atuot 
horse not leggy as some thorough­ 
breds are, but symetrical and shape­ 
ly, and as the General always took 
a lively interest in 
horses, 
this 
one had been selected for him with 
great care and at a good deal of 
expense. By the way, Gen. Bate 
says he has since heard or a num­ 
ber of Black Hawk's sons and oth­ 
er descendants making most credi­ 
table races. This horse was splendid­ 
ly equipped and used by Colonel 
Bate only for parades, long marches 
where stamina was needed and for 
battle. 
The night before the battle 
of Shiloh the -commoner horse was 
stolen, and the next morning at 
daylight I remember what a superb 
looking object our colonel present­ 
ed on this magnificent animal, who 
looked fit to race for a kingdom 
or charge over the guns of Bal&kla- 
va. 
“Men may talk 
about 
Gettys­ 
burg, Franklin and other battles 
of the war, but it want to see no 
stubborner or bloodier fight than 
we had down there amid the woods 


around that little church an on the 
hanks of the Tennessee. You may 
know what kind of company we had 
to entertain us, when I say that 
we struck Sherman's line first Time 
and again we drove them back and 
as often they reformed and stub­ 
bornly contested every foot of the 
way. The usual position of a colon­ 
el is thirty feet to the rear of his 
regiment, and it was in that position 
that Colonel Bate first went into the 
fight The enemy gave way after 
the first hard fight— in fact I will 
always think we took them a little 
unawares, though I know that both 
Generals Sherman and Grant did not 
think so, probably owing to the fact 
that they were not at the front 
when we began the fight, not having 
anicipated it to begin so soon— but 
arriving soon after they heard the 
guns. At the next stand they gave 
it to na hot, and it was here our 
lines were nearly broken and it was 
here that Colonel Bate had to put 
himself in front of his regiment be­ 
fore thep would charge with enough 
determination to drive the boys in 
blue again. All thiB time the battle 
was raging 
everywhere. 
We 
had 
driven the Federal army past Shiloh 
church and towards the river, where 
they finally made the deseperate 
stand that stopped us the next day 
after Buell's arrival. 
'“Time and again Colonel Bate 
led us against 
Sherman's 
brave 
boys— that thoroughbred horse and 
rider always in front. Once he made 
us a short speech just before we 
had to charge again, having been 
repulsed at the first attempt. He 
said he wanted us only to follow 
him and he should not take us 
where he would not go himself. 
This last fight was terrible. Before 
we struck the enemy Colonel Bate 
was shot out of the saddle, the men 
fell around us right and left and 
we charged on, leaving all as they 
fell. 
“Now the remarkable thing was 
that horse. When Colonel Bate fell 
the horse seemed to be at a loss 
what to do. But as the regiment 
swept on, he quickly fell into his 
place just in the rear of the regi­ 
ment and followed us on into bat-

W. Stratton, and the chief of the 
Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic 
commerce, Philip B. Kennedy, will 
be of the personnel, with the prob­ 
able addition of one or two dele­ 
gates representing the Department 
of State and its Foreign Trade Ad­ 
visor's office. 
The South American market, a 
study of our mutual trade relations 
and the establishment of commer­ 
cial entrees between the countries 
of the Western Hemisphere is the 
principal object of the trip. 
Many 
American 
manufacturers 
have taken a new interest in the 
South American markets since the 
beginning of the war and the busi­ 
ness men both of these countries 
and the United States consider that 
now is the psychological time for 
developing mutual 
trade 
fields. 
With the driving of Germany out of 
the field and the curtailment of 
British commerce during the war, 
the United States established many 
profitable 
and 
happily successful 
connections. Their trade 
methods 
differ slightly from our own, and 
man for man the general run of 
the Latin-American business man 
measures up very nearly to our 
own. 
The increase in our trade with the 
Southern Republics has amounted to 
something over a hundred million 
dollars during the last year.

While there are no big oil wells 
in Pontotoc county, several small 
fields have opened up or are now 
opening up, which pointed to us in­ 
dicating that a deep and big pool 
probably will be found here sooner 
or later. The Allen field is now ..mak­ 
ing 
about 
1200 
barrels 
a 
day, 
the entire production being from 
shallow wells. No deep tests have 
been completed In some time time, 
and it i8 not known what the deep 
tests in this field will bring. 
Tre Francis field is making from 
IOO to 200 barrels a day and the 
oil is leaving for the refineries.

NEW TORK, March -24.— Prelim­ 
inary arrangements for an ecumeni­ 
cal conference, the first since the 
Reformation to represent “Chris­ 
tians of every faith and •land,” have 
* been approved by the administrative 
committee of the Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ in Amer­ 
ica, it was announced here today by 
the Rev. Charles 
S. 
Macfarl&nd. 
general secretary. 
One of its ob­ 
jects is to make future wars im­ 
possible. 
Dr. Macfarland said that in or­ 
der to have the assemblage the most 
widely representative gathering 
of 
modern times, one that would em­ 
brace 
every 
Christian 
denomina­ 
tion, all “questions for discussion 
- are to be limited.” 
He declared 
that the conference would be “less 
doctrinal and theological in its pur­ 
pose than the World Conference on 
Faith and Order which is being pro­ 
moted by the leaders of the Episco­ 
pal church looking toward the 
re­ 
union of aR Christendom.” 
The projectors, he said, are de­ 
sirous that the conference shall be 
held only when the churches of all 
the nations are ready for it. “They 
hope,” he said, “that the contacts 
of this gathering may furnish a gen­ 
uine basis for brotherhood and un­ 
derstanding.” 
Already, 
he 
said, 
church federations of the Scandi­ 
navian 
countries, 
of 
Switzerland 
and America, are backing the move­ 
ment which is expected to take 
definite shape after the meeting of 
an international committee to be 
held in Geneva, Switzerland, next 
Angust. This committee is expected 
to issue the invitations to the lead­ 
ers of the various Christian faiths. 
"The Roman Catholic church has 
had its 
councils,” 
explained 
Dr. 
Macfarland, “such as the 
notable 
Vatican council under Pope Pius IX 
in 1870 when the dogma of Papal 
Infallibility was promulgated. Pro­ 
testant churches for several 
de­ 
cades have been holding great in­ 
ternational meetings 
the 
last 
of 
which met in Edinburgh in 1910. 
While the questions to be discussed 
at the forthcoming gathering will 
not partake of the profound theol­ 
ogy that absorbed the attention of 
the earlier councils, yet in practical 
accomplishment for human welfare 
it should surpass them all.”
